border by US planeSo This latest note, couched in the strongest language 
yet used, listed the alleged violations and warned that responsibility for 
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further violations and for possible consequences rested solely with the 
US Government. In reply to the US Ambassador^ s contention that the 
charges were unsubstantiated by specific identifications, the Czech 
Deputy Foreign Minister declared, “in frtat case, next time there is an 
illegal American overflight, we’ll show you the corpus delicti .” 

Comment; Among the violations specified in the 
10 February note of protest was a flight of two US jet aircraf^oveir the 
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cent Czechoslovak charges, may form part of a pretext for a move to 
restrict US personnel movements, to declare Embassy personnel persona 
non grata, or to sever diplomatic relations. 
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
